NOTES or THe DAY 
POST OFFICE PROGRESS 


The General Poat’ Office is one 
cf the greatest of ‘British business 
organtsations. The efficiency with 
which it’ handles the enormous 
amount of work that comes. within 
Its province has won high praise 
from experts from muny countries 
abroad. Last year was a year of 
outstanding progress, and 1936 
promises further developments. 
The department's profits for 1936 
are. estimated at £13,000,000—an 
increase of £1,690,000 over those of 
1934, The waxes bill for the year 
for all Post Office services was 
£3,000,000 higher than in the pre- 
vious year, and the staff was {n- 
erefsed by eight thousand persons. 

There haa been greater activity 
in every field of Post OMce admin- 
istration. Three hundred and fifty 
thousand new telephones have been 
installed. In’ November the num- 
ber of telephones in use had reach- 
ed the record total of 2,600,000. 
The number of calls" was” algo the 
highest on record.

3.45 am. Nor had ‘he been to 
Blackburn and met Mrs. Ruxton 
there three times. ’ 

“TY was a friend of hers,” 
added Mr. Edmondson: "there 
was certainly nothing - more 
than friendship.” 

Mr. ‘Edmondson was then 
cross-examined by Mr. Slinger, 

who asked him what make of 
car he drove, and the replied 
that {tf was 1930 Austin 
Seven. On September 7, after 
going to the awimming bath 
until 6.55 p.m., he took Mrs. 
Ruxton-and Mra., Anderson to 
Dalton-square, He got home 
about 7.16, and did not recollect

no suggestion against Ruxton in this 
connexion]. In this he saldi— 

“What” the -hell do .the police 
wont, inquiring inta my private 
affairs? Come across and search 
my house’ and interview the whole 
damn lot of them. ‘It is nothing but 
professional jealousy: am the 
most progressive doctor in this 
town. ; 

“LT have over 2,000 patients on my 
panel, and every doctor is jealous 
of me. Why ‘should you be making 
inguiries about 1 professional man's 
private affairs? can have my 
house cleaned ‘and decorated when- 
ever I like, and I can help the paper- 
hangers to scrape the paper off the 
walls without you interfering. 1 
nm a house proud man. Why should 
you interview my servants?” 

He then held up his right hand,

World’s — 
Smallest Star 
Discovered 


Mt. Wilson, Cal., Feb. 28.. 

Discovery of the sroallost ‘star 
yet known, only 4,000 miles in 
diameter, has been reported here. 

Surprised aStronomers found it 
welghs 620 tons per cublc’inch, has 
na gravity pull 3,400,000 times 
stronger than tho earth’s, and ts 
enveloped in an atmosphere only 
12 feet thick. 

Dr. G. P, Kuiper, who sighted the 
faint white speck in the outer sky. 
anid it was a rare “white dwarf" 
star, Out of the millions of visible 
stars; only fcur or five white dwarfs 
have been. seen with the Carnegie 
Observatory’s 100-inch telescope 


here: : 

Bulking only about one-third 18 
big as the astronomically tiny 
earth, the sky baby’s size is cm- 
phasized by compnrison of its 4,000- 
mile diameter with the sun, 866,- 
000 miles, and tho Inrgest known 
star, Antares, 400,000,000 miles. 

Tremendous Pull 

Dr, Kulper found ita gravity pull 
is tremendous. A. man weighing 
150 pounds on earth, transported 
to this star, would weigh 254.625 
tens. Under the terrific strain a 
hunian body would collapse and 
spread jike water. : 

The star is composed of ns 
heavier than anything~existing. on 
earth,.the astronomers found, 

A tennis ball on carth illed 
with the gas, would ' weigh 
something over 1,000 tons, 

How gas could be this heavy was 
explained by tho star’s great: heat 
of 28.000 degrecs. In thin scorch- 
dng furnace, atoms lose some of 
thelr, electrons and can . crowd 
closer together. Thus ‘there. is 
much more matter and weight per 
cuble inch, : . 

So dense {s the star that its tidal 
pull would shatter any of the larger 
stars’ which” might venturo. near, 
Dr. Kulper said, 

.The star has an atmosphere so 
thin that, if the. earth had one 
similar, living two stories , above 
the ground would be impossible. 
Tho rind of alr covering the earth 
for some miles up from the ground 


is compreased on the small star to}:
